SUmps on Bank Checks. 

By the recent act of congress all 
checks on banks are taxed by a 
two-cent stamp to be placed on each 
check and the stamp cancelled. 
Any violations of this law are pun- 
ishable by heavy fine and impriv»n- 
ment. The law goes into effect 
July 1. on and after which 
depositors will have to provide 
themselves with the stamps neces- 
-,ary t« make their check* legal. 
Supplies of stamp- have not been 
received here yet, but 
suppose they can be had before the 
1st of July. All notes and billi 
exchange discounted in the banks 
must also be stamped under 
law. 

One effect of this law w ill be to

To Bridge the Channel. 

' People who have crossed the nnr 
row strip of water n*>pa.ntirjg England 
from Fraoce will be interested in a 
proposal for the erection of a pornm 
nent bridge Herons the Engliah ehan 
cel. The aiithoi of ih« plana is M 
Thouveuet le Boul, a memlx r of the 
technical committee of the French 
Channel Bridge OoD)pB*nj, an old or. 
garjizUion from which nothing haa 
been heard for some years. The 
plann provided for 1 1 1 « ■ building of 
bridge with the floor submerged 
about liftj feet below low water mark 

Tracks will be laid on this bridge 
and upon them a tower like structure 
will roll along with its top above the 
water. The tower will be operated by 
electricity. The plan is an ampli 
ficatiou of tho rolling bridge at St, 
Malo, France, which if, however a 
much smaller affair. The tracks 
there arejaid on the bottom of the 
harbor, which is about half a mile 
across. The proposed channel bridge 
would be about twenty two miles ir 
ength and is estimated to cost $70, 
000,000. It would take at least five 
years to build. With three rolling 
platforms working only in daylight an 
annual traffic of 3,000 ,0(K) tons of 
handise and 2,000,000 passengerso 
could easily be handled, and the pro 
moters figure that this traffic would 
yield a net income of $10,000,000 

The platform proposed would be 
about f>00 feet long and 50 feet wide 
supported by five steel pillars ,on ench 
side braced and resting on a submerg 
ed platform 100 feet wide. Steam 
engines and dynamos on the upper 
platform would supply the motive 
power and transmit it to the submerg 
ed wheels. The Engineering New^ 
commenting on the proposed structure 
says that no particulars are given ae 
to how tho projectors would build and 
lay and maintain tracks on a struc 
ture fifty feet under water, or as to 
how any such structure would with 
stand the rough seas and strong cur- 
rents of the chanuel.

THE IRON INDUSTRY. 

U at Presant Very Active in Germany - 
Enormous Exports. 

The iron industry is at this mo- 
ment very active in Germany. It re- 
ceives in particular numerous orders 
for economical railroads, bridges and 
the works of ■Ichlnet, The factories 
(lint construct electric apparatus are 
especially biwy. It is true that 
certain manufnc! tires, pipes, for e\- 
implc, have had such a development 
that they have not yet found markoti 
for their entire production. On the 
other hand, the middle manufactories 
to-day buy their iron, steel and linlf- 
manufaetured produotl at prices so 
high that they have great difficulty 
to work at a profit. A remedy for this 
condition is lOUght in agreements 
which aim to unify prices, regulate 
production, and distribute orders for 
export among all the manufacturer*, 
both small and great. The persons 
interested have even gone so far as to 
devise tho formation of a union of all 
the prochiccrs of iron and steel, which 
asks the producers of coal and ore to 
lend thein support by making more 
unfavorable terms to manufacturers 
who refuse to enter into the syndicate. 

In 1890 Germany exported 1,615,- 
000 tons of iron, or the equivalent of 
the total Frenclr production of both 
iron and steel. 

Among modern industries if ther 
is one which appears full of fittur 
and promise it is the one which busie 
itself with the applications of elee 
tricity. The Germans have stepped 
intu line herewith remarkable 
They were wise enough to acquire, a 
few years ago, patents of inventions 
made in other countries and to make 
a series of applications of them. They 
have had especially the art of obtain- 
ing orders from all parts of the world; 
these have established the prosperity 
of their works and permitted them to 
give a prodigious development to 
their installations. 

It is astonishing to sec how a certain 
number of large houses or societies 
have, without making any essential 
discovery, profited Ivy foreign discov- 
eries and developed in 15 years an in- 
dustry which is to-day cited through- 
out the world as a model. — Raphael- 
Georges Levy, in Chautnuquan. 

ENERGETIC ROYALTY. 

As a Rale They Are Light Sleepers 
and Early Risers. 

Queen Victoria never goes to bed 
till 12 o'clock and is awakened at 
seven in the morning, when some co- 
coa and biscuits arc brought to her. 
During the day she does not, as many 
women half her age do, take a re- 
freshing nap. 

The prince of Wales is a notorious- 
ly bad sleeper — insomnia being the 
only enemy to his well-being — and 
the princess of Wales, although she 
now allows hersrli an extra hour in 
the morning, made it a rule until her 
children were quite grown to be up 
and ready for the dav's duties at nine 
o'clock. And thit, although aheilever 
retired before two o'clock in the morn- 
ing while at Marlborough house, for 
the princess made it a practice, us so 
little time was left herduring-theday, 
to write her letters ''home to Den- 
mark" after 12 o'clock at night, on her 
return from the great entertainments 
during the London season. 

The emperor of Austria is another 
monarch who breakfasts with the 
lark, while the empress adopts much 
the same hours as does a hospital 
nurse, only allowing herself a short 
sleep from eleven o'clock at night un- 
til three in the morning, when she 
rises and insists on the members of 
her unfortunate suite doing the same, 
and immediately proceeds for long 
walks in the mountainous regions 
whore she usually elects to stay. 

The emperor and empress of Ger- 
many arc the earliest risers of all Ku- 
ropean sovereigns, but with them it is 
se of following out the rule of 
"Early to bed and early to rise makes 
healthy, wealthy and wi-i 1 ," for, 
unless actually engaged at a court fes- 
tivity, they retire to real Bl early as 
ten o'clock. At five o'clock in the 
summer and six o'clock in the winter 
►cror is up and about and the 
empress rises only a little later, that 
she may be ready herself to prepare 
her lord and master his first cup of 
coffee. The children of the imperial 
pair are brought up to follow their 
parents' example in this, as in every 
way.— Leisure Hours. 

Improvised War Bridge*.
